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REPORT  FROM  THE  ROUND  ROOM  1985 


In  trying  to  reflect  the  spirit  of  the  year  in  a  few  words  one  might  say: 
the  excitement,  euphoria  and  glitter  of  1984  were  diminished  as  we  settled 
down  to  business-as-usual  in  1985.  We  had  reached  great  heights  in  our 
celebration  of  the  Bicentennial,  and  whatever  follows  seems  pale  by 
comparison. 

Tax  Rate  and  Dismal  Science 

It  was  pointed  out  in  last  year's  "Round  Room"  narrative  that  "all  that 
glitters  is  NOT  Gold,"  and  that  1984's  "low"  tax  rate  would  be  followed 
by  a  higher  one  in  1985.  It  was,  and  there  was  much  kicking,  yelling  and 
screaming  by  taxpayers. 

The  bottom  line  is  in  fact  the  crucial  matter  in  the  tax  bill.  The  valua- 
tion on  a  property  appears  to  be  satisfactory  as  long  as  the  amount  of  dollars 
to  be  paid  is  considered  by  the  payor  to  be  "reasonable;"  but  using  the  same 
valuation  with  a  higher  rate  and  resulting  higher  amount  to  pay,  that  same 
valuation  in  the  eyes  of  the  payor  is  suddenly  "outrageous." 

How  the  Taxes  are  Shared 

The  first  step  in  understanding  how  a  Tax  Rate  is  built  is  to  realize  that 
you  are  paying  to  support  three  levels  of  government.  A  quick  glance  at  the 
"Pie  Graphs"  illustrate  that  in  1985  the  lion's  share  of  the  money  goes  to 
the  school  district:  64%;  the  Town's  share  is  next:  26%,  and  the  County 
is  third  with  10%.  The  money  required  for  the  use  of  schools  this  year  in- 
creased 12%  over  1984;  the  Town's  share  up  4%  and  the  County's  demand, 
down  5% 
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Comparative    Share  of  Tax  Dollars

We,  the  Town  government,  send  out  the  tax  bills  and  consequently  get 
the  blame  for  whatever  the  individual  has  to  pay  —  in  reality  the  Town 
government's  share  is  only  26%  of  the  total,  the  other  74%  goes  to  support 
the  school  and  County.  That  is,  your  participation  at  Town  Meeting  —  your 
vote  pro  or  con  Town  appropriations  has  an  effect  of  only  26%  of  your  Tax 
Bill.  If  you  stay  away  from  the  school  district  meeting,  and  most  of  you  do, 
you  disenfranchise  yourself  and  have  nothing  to  say  about  64%  of  what  you 
are  paying. 

The  fact  that  the  school  district  meeting  is  the  source  of  the  costs  that 
you  pay  was  brought  into  focus  this  fall  when  there  was  a  special  meeting, 
and  there  was  an  added  school  assessment.  You  got  a  second  tax  bill  to  pay 
for  what  was  voted  by  the  folks  at  the  fall  school  meeting;  or  rather,  pro- 
bably in  your  absence  from  the  meeting.  Our  Tax  Rate  had  already  been 
set  before  the  meeting,  and  the  computer  had  rolled  out  the  first  set  of  bills; 
so  a  second  set  of  bills  was  needed  on  account  of  this  "new"  school  assess- 
ment. It  is  the  Town  that  has  the  power  to  tax  —  i.e.  to  send  out  the  bills, 
but  the  money  is  not  for  the  Town,  but  for  the  school. 

Other  Ingredients: 

Enter  other  variable  factors  in  determining  the  Tax  Rate.  (See  "Thumb 
Nail  View") 

Revenues  that  reduce  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  by  taxes,  1985, 
shows  these  revenues  decreased  by  32%;  one  whole  third!  Down  by 
$106,910.00. 

A  slight  increase  in  each  category  of  "Service  Credits"  (Veterans'  Ex- 
emptions) and  "Overlay"  made  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes  UP 
$164,545.00  or  22%.  In  the  formula  "Service  Credits"  and  "Overlay"  are 
additional  amounts  to  be  raised  by  taxes.

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At  this  point  Tax  Rate  is  simply  an  arithmetical  computation,  and  the 
final  step  is  dividing  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  the  valuation  of  the  inven- 
tory. (Or  perhaps  you  don't  like  to  do  long  division.)  1985  saw  only  a  2% 
increase  in  valuation  and  the  consequence  was  the  high(er)  rate.  $913,007.00 
(amount  to  be  raised)  divided  by  $40,942,000.00  (valuation). 

Sorry  folks,  that  is  the  way  the  numbers  made  the  bottom  line  turn  out 
to  be  $22.30  per  $1000  of  valuation  vs.  $18.70  per  $1000  in  1984.  $3.60  more, 
upwards  19%.  It  is  simply  arithmetic  dividing  the  number  of  Dollars  you 
have  voted  (if  you  were  at  the  meeting)  for  the  services  you  want,  plus  the 
school  budget,  plus  the  County  budget,  by  the  amount  of  value  of  Land  and 
Buildings. 

Sum  of  Valuations  or  Inventory  (Grand  List  in  Vermont) 

A  word  about  the  value  of  Land  and  Buildings.  We  consider  it  highly 
important  to  keep  up  with  the  valuation  of  new  buildings,  alterations  and 
newly  subdivided  lots;  and  to  have  this  appraisal  done  by  a  professional  ap- 
praiser from  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration.  All  lands  and 
buildings  were  appraised  by  this  Agency  in  1981,  and  the  new  values  should 
be  established  with  the  same  professionalism.  Working  against  the  valua- 
tion of  land  and  buildings  is  the  erosion  of  the  tax  base  by  exemptions  of 
all  sorts,  elderly,  blind,  veterans,  and  especially  Current  Use  Assessment. 

You  can  see  therefore  that  there  are  many  variable  parts  that  go  into 
the  computation  of  a  Tax  Rate.  This  fact  should  be  remembered  in  the  season 
of  Town  Meeting  as  at  this  time  one  of  the  most  popular  questions  is  'how 
much  will  this,  or  that  appropriation  affect  the  Rate?'.  It  appears  to  us  that 
it  is  a  fruitless  task  to  try  to  figure  this  out  without  knowing  the  school's 
demands,  the  County  tax,  the  summary  of  valuation,  receipts  to  offset  taxes, 
etc.  So  please  don't  ask  what  effect  this  or  that  appropriation  will  have  on 
the  tax  bill.  It  is  too  early  in  the  year  to  tell! 

That  Second  Tax  Bill 

As  mentioned  above  there  was  a  second  tax  assessment  for  the  schools 
only.  We  could  not  believe  that  it  would  be  required  of  us  to  make  a  second 
billing,  but  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  said  it  had  to  be  done. 
After  all,  our  house  was  in  order,  the  Tax  Rate  had  been  set  in  timely  fashion, 
and  the  division  of  $10,000.00  by  the  valuation  resulted  in  many  instances 
of  tax  bills  smaller  than  the  cost  of  the  postage  to  send  the  notices.  So  it 
cost  the  Town  money  for  a  new  set  of  bills,  new  Tax  Warrant,  postage  for 
sending  another  round  of  bills  to  people  who  had  already  got  a  first  one. 
And,  extra  money  for  the  Collector  who  had  to  do  his  work  all  over  again. 

The  Tax  Rate,  like  economics,  are  generally  in  the  class  of  a  dismal 
science,  but  the  whole  year  wasn't  that  dreary. 

Fire  Truck 

This  new  piece  of  fire  apparatus  is  the  central  theme  of  this  year's  An- 
nual Report  being  pictured  on  the  front  cover,  and  many  photographs 
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throughout  the  book  to  illustrate  the  development  of  fire  equipment  as  the 
Department  has  developed. 

This  new,  well-equipped  fire  truck  was  delivered  May  11,  1985.  The 
ordering  of  this  equipment  delayed,  you  will  recall,  by  the  need  for  a  special, 
Court  approved,  Town  Meeting  in  the  summer  of  1984. 

That  delay  cost  some  extra  money  due  to  inflationary  factors,  and  the 
addition  of  certain  equipment.  However,  the  "extras"  were  paid  at  no  addi- 
tional cost  from  taxes;  thanks  to  the  far-sighted  policy  of  the  Town  to  set 
money  aside  in  Capital  Reserve  Funds.  Thus  the  higher  cost  was  met  by  the 
donation  of  money  by  members  of  the  Fire  Department;  and  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  Fire  Equipment,  the  latter  voted  by  the  1985  Town  Meeting. 
The  delivered  cost  was  $95,000.00  where  the  original  contract  price  was 
$84,500.00.  See  additional  story  about  the  fire  truck  in  the  Fire  Department 
Report. 

"Fall  Out"  from  Bicentennial  year 

The  case  for  the  Town's  Bicentennial  quilt  has  been  completed  on  the 
back  wall  of  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  quilt  installed  in  its  permanent  home. 
The  cost  of  materials  for  this  quilt  display  is  the  only  expense  to  the  Town, 
as  Charles  Whittemore  donated  his  labor,  skill  and  know-how  to  the  con- 
struction. The  chandeliers,  Victorian  -  gas/electric  fixtures  are  in  place  in 
the  main  hall  of  Pillsbury  Memorial  Hall.  (See  photo  on  last  page.) 

The  Wagon  Train  from  Sutton,  Massachusetts  made  its  one-hundred- 
mile  trek  in  August  1985;  it  had  first  been  planned  for  1984.  This  trip  was 
accomplished  in  grand  style. 

A  picture  of  the  arrival  of  the  wagons  at  North  Sutton  on  August  24, 
1985  is  on  the  back  cover  of  this  Report.  And,  printed  herein  is  a  "Resolu- 
tion" of  this  Board  of  Selectmen  to  welcome  the  Wagon  Train  and  citizens 
of  Sutton,  Mass.,  and  to  memorialize  the  event. 
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The  bulletin  board,  part  of  the  Bicentennial  project(s)  is  in  the  planning 
stages,  and  will  be  ready  for  installation  in  the  spring. 

The  quilt  case,  chandeliers  and  bulletin  board  are  the  physical  im- 
provements at  the  Town  Hall  that  are  the  permanent  reminders  of  the  glorious 
celebration  of  our  two  hundredth  year. 

Overseeing  the  Yield  Tax 

There  is  a  new  capability  in  the  assessment  of  the  yield  tax,  through  the 
service  of  the  New  England  Forestry  Foundation.  On  call,  a  trained  forester 
makes  on  site  inspection  of  timber  lots  before,  during  and  after  cutting  to 
determine  the  verity  of  the  "Intents"  and/or  "Reports"  of  cut. 
Town  Garage 

Practical  improvements  were  made  at  the  Town  Building.  The  westerly 
side  of  the  roof  was  re-shingled,  and  aluminum  storm  sash  was  added  to 
all  the  windows. 

Master  Plan 

Little  or  no  study  is  required  to  understand  what  is  going  on  in  New 
Hampshire  about  the  use  of  land.  The  whole  southern  part  of  the  state,  and 
in  fact  at  least  one  neighboring  town,  is  being  carved  into  all  kinds  of  real 
estate  development:  single  family  dwellings,  shopping  centers,  and  large  tracts 
filled  with  multiple  family  dwellings,  either  as  apartments  or  condominiums. 

Sutton  is,  in  effect,  a  vacuum  waiting  to  be  filled  in  by  development; 
and  with  development  comes  people,  cars,  traffic,  demands  for  services  and 
the  problems  that  come  with  large  populations. 

There  is  legislation  that  allows  for  regulations  for  orderly  growth  founded 
on  the  statistical  basis  of  MASTER  PLANS  —  to  guide  growth  in  each  town 
as  its  citizens  want  it  to  grow,  molded  as  far  as  possible  to  their  desires. 

Three  Reasons  for  a  Master  Plan: 
By  Law 

The  Legislature  has  mandated  Master  Plans:  "Each  municipality  shall 
have  two  years  from  the  date  upon  which  this  act  became  effective  (January 
1,  1984)  to  make  its  master  plan  and  its  zoning  ordinances  conform  with 
the  relevant  provisions  of  this  act."  RSA  Chapters  672  -  677. 

By  Court  Decisions 

Although  "the  sole  purpose  and  effect  of  the  master  plan  shall  be  to 
aid  the  planning  board  in  the  performance  of  its  duties"  RSA  674:2  it  can 
be  much  more.  In  addition  to  fostering  wise  land  use,  it  forms  the  necessary 
basis  for  explaining  and  supporting  the  numicipalities  land  use  regulations 
and  decisions  of  local  land  use  boards.  That  is,  in  all  likelihood  land  use 
ordinances  that  are  not  founded  on  the  master  plan  of  the  town  may  not 
get  favorable  treatment  in  a  Court  of  Law.  Moreover,  an  inadequate  master 
plan  may  form  the  basis  for  the  invalidation  of  a  zoning  ordinance. 

The  New  Hampshire  Supreme  Court  has  identified  the  master  plan  as 
a  critical  document:  "Comprehensive  planning  with  a  solid  scientific  statistical 
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basis  is  the  key  element  in  land  use  regulation  in  New  Hampshire." 
Preparation  by  Public  Participation 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  planning  board  to  prepare  "a  master  plan  to  guide 
the  development  of  the  municipality"  RSA  674:1. 

Public  participation  is  encouraged,  indeed  it  is  vital.  "During  the 
preparation  of  the  various  sections  of  the  master  plan,  the  boards  shall  in- 
form the  general  public  and  solicit  public  comments  regarding  the  future 
growth  of  the  municipality  in  order  to  involve  citizens  in  the  preparation  of 
the  master  plan  . . .".  RSA  674:3,  III. 

We  know  that  you  want  to  have  land  use  ordinances  that  reflect  your 
wishes,  and  that  the  ordinances  be  valid  if  they  have  to  stand  a  test  in  Court; 
and  therefore  urge  support  for  the  cost  of  preparation  of  the  Master  Plan, 
and  look  forward  to  volunteers  to  respond  to  the  call  for  citizens  to  help 
in  that  project. 

Town  Hall 

We  have  a  splendid  Town  Hall,  a  lovely  and  substantial  building,  one 
that  has  great  historical  significance.  More  and  more  it  becomes  a  necessity 
to  develop  the  building  to  serve  the  municipal  functions  that  are  required 
of  a  modern  town  government.  This  building  should  become  the  real  center 
of  town  offices,  to  abandon  it  by  developing  another  site  for  offices  would 
threaten  Pillsbury  Memorial  Hall  to  become  an  empty  shell. 

It  may  not  always  be  possible  to  elect  a  Town  Clerk,  or  Tax  Collector 
who  lives  near  a  road  convenient  for  the  public  to  come  to  his  door,  or  to 
have  a  person  who  is  willing  to  have  an  office  in  his  residence.  Therefore, 
one  of  the  immediate  goals  is  to  provide  Clerk-Collector  office  space  and 
accessibility  to  that  office  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall.  Better  emergency 
exits,  disabled  access,  improved  toilet  facilities,  storage  facilities  for  the  Plan- 
ning Board  and  a  general  purpose  room  are  all  part  of  the  plans.  See  floor 
plans  in  this  report.  The  present  use  of  the  general  purpose  room  would  con- 
tinue with  only  slight  modification. 

Selectmen's  Secretary/Office  Manager 

For  some  time  we  have  felt  the  need  for  help  with  our  duties  beyond 
clerical-secretarial  help.  We  have  had  excellent  help  along  those  lines,  but 
we  are  looking  to  create  a  job  in  the  area  between  an  "Administrative  Assis- 
tant" and  Secretary-Bookkeeper. 

The  Job  Summary  of  this  position:  "Serves  as  Executive  Secretary  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Performs  a  full  range  of  complex,  executive 
secretarial  and  administrative  support  duties." 

Supervision  Received:  "Works  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  which  outlines  general  policies,  assigns  duties  and  reviews 
work  for  conformance  with  required  standards,  performs  regular  duties  on 
own  initiative,  exercising  a  high  degree  of  judgment  and  tact.  Exercises 
thorough  knowledge  of  town  policies  and  department  practices. 
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Knowledge,  Skills  and  Abilities  Required:  Thorough  knowledge  of 
secretarial  practices  and  procedures;  thorough  knowledge  of  business  English, 
spelling,  arithmetic  and  vocabulary;  thorough  knowledge  of  modern  office 
equipment,  practices  and  procedures;  considerable  knowledge  of  general  town 
operations  and  organization;  ability  to  maintain  administrative,  fiscal  and 
general  records  and  to  prepare  reports  and  answer  questions  from  records. 
Good  working  knowledge  of  accounting  principles  and  methods  and  ability 
to  apply  and  adapt  established  methods  to  varied  accounting  transactions. 
Ability  to  prepare  complete  and  accurate  accounting  reports  and  statements 
of  some  complexity.  Ability  to  prepare  effective  correspondence  and  to  per- 
form office  management  details  without  referral  to  a  supervisor;  ability  to 
maintain  effective  working  relationships  with  high  level  officials,  department 
heads,  employees  and  the  public  and  to  deal  with  public  relations  problems 
courteously  and  tactfully. 

Minimum  Qualifications  Required:  High  school  diploma  or  equivalent 
with  business  college  or  other  highly  specialized  training  in  secretarial  skills. 
Must  be  proficient  in  typing,  shorthand  and  bookkeeping  skills;  OR  any 
equivalent  combination  of  education  and  experience  which  demonstrates 
possession  of  the  required  knowledges,  skills  and  abilities. 

Capital  Reserve  Fund  -  Revaluation 

To  keep  valuations  updated  and  fair  is  a  continuing  process,  but  there 
is  no  specific  number  of  years  between  each  complete  review  of  assessments, 
generally  it  is  anywhere  from  seven  to  ten  years.  Our  next  town-wide  one 
is  tentatively  targeted  for  1991. 

Between  town-wide  valuations  the  services  of  the  professional  appraiser 
from  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  is  needed  on  an  annual 
basis.  However,  that  Department  has  a  rule  only  allowing  their  staff  to  do 
the  "pick-ups"  for  a  period  of  five  years  after  the  revaluation  unless  the 
Town  is  committed,  as  we  did  last  year  by  voting  money  to  be  placed  in  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

In  addition  their  appraisal  staff  members  are  available  when  valuations 
are  challenged  in  appeals  to  the  Board  of  Tax  and  Land  Appeals.  There  are 
numerous  instances  where  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration 
assessments  have  stood  against  this  test,  and  the  Selectmen  are  relieved  to 
have  them  represent  us  with  this  kind  of  professional  help. 

Sutton  has  a  long  history  of  setting  money  aside  for  eventual  use  through 
the  establishment  of  Capital  Reserve  Funds.  The  record  shows  we  have  had 
results  because  of  this  planning,  the  money  is  available  when  needed,  the 
appropriating  of  these  funds  helps  to  level  off  tax  rates,  they  aid  in  overall 
planning  for  needs. 

Notes  about  WARRANT/BUDGET 

The  Budget  Committee  has  struggled  with  some  basic  problems:  a)  plan- 
ning for  capital  expenditures  for  equipment  needs  and  building  improvements; 
b)  improving  administration  of  Town  government;  and  c)  keeping  down  ex- 
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penditures  and  therefore  the  Tax  Rate.  In  1986  the  amount  to  be  raised  by 
taxes  for  TOWN  PURPOSES  ONLY  is  21/z%  higher  than  in  1985. 

The  Warrant  -  Budget  are  documents  that  reflect  the  Committee's  work, 
the  following  notes  are  offered  for  clarification  to  help  with  your  vote  on 
the  various  subjects. 
Article  1 

Overall  this  Article  is  reduced  substantially  from  the  same  list  of  ap- 
propriations in  last  year's  Warrant.  However,  some  pluses  and  minuses 
deserve  comment: 

Town  Officers'  Salaries:  UP  $900.00  due  to  increasing  Selectmen's  pay, 
$300.00  per  person  —  no  increase  for  five  years  or  more. 

Election  and  Registration:  1986  is  a  year  with  State  Primary  Election 
(September  9),  and  State  General  Election  (November  4)  Appropriation  is 
higher  to  meet  the  additional  expenses  of  running  the  check  list  and  polling 
place. 

Planning  Board:  Increase  to  provide  for  work  on  the  Master  Plan.  Note 
that  by  applying  unexpended,  previously  encumbered,  Revenue  Sharing  Funds 
this  appropriation  is  nearly  met  from  this  source,  not  from  taxes.  ($3,000.00 
vs.  $2,768.00)  i.e.  $232.00  from  taxes. 

Legal  Expenses:  Continuing  need  on  several  fronts  for  legal  services  and 
ever  higher  cost  raises  this  appropriation  $500.00  from  1985. 

Police  Department:  Pay  for  personnel  when  they  are  on  "stand  by"  time. 
The  "stand  by"  time  is  being  funded  on  a  trial  basis.  Appropriation  plus 
$4,300.00. 

Solid  Waste  Disposal:  Repair  to  doors  and  the  incinerator  increases  this 
appropriation  $4,105.00. 

FICA  Contribution:  Caused  by  higher  Social  Security  rate  this  is  UP 
$700.00. 

Insurance:  The  increase  in  liability  rates  have  been  well  publicized  in 
the  press,  and  this  type  of  insurance  may  not  even  be  available  to  some  towns 
and  school  districts.  UP  $7,000.00. 

Welfare:  Budget  reflects  changes  in  laws  concerning  welfare.  O.A.A. 
is  being  phased  out  as  a  town-sharing  responsibility,  and  General  Assistance 
MAY  be  considerably  higher,  but  it  is  almost  impossible  to  estimate.  More 
about  the  new  laws  in  notes  about  Article  13. 
Article  2 

Same  as  last  year. 
Article  3 

The  total  requested  for  the  Solid  Waste  Facility  Study  Committee  (Lane 
River  Study)  is  $1 1 ,000.00.  The  balance  of  the  1985  appropriation  of  $500.00 
is  available  for  use  and  makes  the  reduction  to  $10,500.00  possible. 
Article  4 

The  administration  of  the  Town  requires  more  and  more  attention,  more 
details,  in  ever  more  complicated  times  that  we  all  experience.  The  General 
Office  Manager/Secretary  would  permit  more  study  of  problems,  more  fact 
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gathering,  more  office  hours  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  "Job  Description"  is 
treated  more  fully  above. 
Article  5 

The  proposed  expenditure  at  the  Town  Hall  is  for  long-term  improvements 
in  the  building,  and  also  Town  services.  See  above  for  comments  and  plans. 
The  financing  would  be  by  Long-Term  Notes  over  a  three  year  period,  and 
use  of  $8,000.00,  already  set  aside  (Capital  Reserve  Fund)  for  this  purpose. 
Only  $12,000.00  would  come  from  taxation  in  1986  for  remodeling  of  the 
Town  Hall.

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Article  6 

The  net  cost  of  a  new  shovel-loader  of  $35,000.00,  and  the  trade-in  value 
of  the  old  equipment  are  firm  based  on  a  bid  commitment  received  February 
6,  but  subject  to  approval  by  Town  Meeting.  The  "Equipment  Replacement 
Schedule"  is  changed  from  the  one  that  has  been  printed  in  the  Town  Report 
the  last  several  years,  the  change  being  to  advance  the  purchase  of  a  loader 
to  1986  and  to  buy  a  truck  in  1987. 
Article  7

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Our  new  fire  truck  arrived  on  May  11,  1985.  It  has  proven  to  be  an  ex- 
cellent piece  of  equipment  and  a  welcome  addition  to  the  department.  The 
Town  appropriation  and  money  from  the  departments  funds  raisers  have 
fully  equipped  this  truck. 

In  1985  six  (6)  of  our  fire  calls  were  chasing  fire  and  smoke  reports. 
Five  of  the  six  reports  were  people  burning  without  a  permit.  The  law  is  sim- 
ple: No  burning  between  the  hours  of  9  am  to  5  pm,  after  5  pm  a  permit 
from  the  Warden  is  needed  for  any  kindling  of  outside  fires.  If  snow  is  cover- 
ing the  ground,  burning  brush  is  permitted  during  the  day,  but  it  is  advised 
to  report  the  proposed  burn  to  the  Warden  so  the  Fire  Department  will  not 
be  dispatched  when  someone  spots  smoke. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  a  big  change  in  the  Smoke  Detector 
law  adopted  by  the  State  Fire  Marshall's  Office.  This  requires  all  buildings 
built  or  remodeled  since  January  1,  1985  to  have  Automatic  Fire  Warning 
and  Smoke  Detector  Systems.  One  of  the  biggest  changes  is  the  battery 
operated  detectors  are  no  longer  sufficient,  this  requires  a  hard  wire  system. 
I  suggest  anyone  remodeling  or  building  new  buildings  to  contact  the  Fire 
Chief  for  these  new  regulations. 

The  Fire  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  people  of  Sutton  for  all  their 
help  in  the  department's  fund  raising  events.  To  date  we  have  been  successful 
in  all  our  events  and  for  this  we  are  grateful.

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THE  NEW  FIRE  TRUCK  -  1985 

The  purchase  of  a  Fire  Truck  looks  to  be  just  one  of  those  "big  tag" 
items  that  have  to  be  endured,  and  add  significant  dollars  to  the  Tax  Rate. 
True.  There  is  more  to  it  than  that  and  what  results  in  value  and  a  well- 
equipped  fire  apparatus  is  the  result  of  dedicated  interest  of  Fire  Depart- 
ment members,  and  in  particular  Chief  Carroll  "Pete"  Thompson. 

It  all  starts  with  the  careful  consideration  of  the  needs  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  then  preparation  of  specifications.  In  addition  was  the  interested 
follow-up  through  the  construction  period  of  the  truck,  as  Chief  Thompson 
and  members  visited  the  "factory"  in  Montpelier,  Vermont  to  check  on  the 
progress  of  the  work. 

The  order  for  the  truck  was  placed  September  19,  1984,  too  late  to  allow 
a  1984  delivery  date.  This  was  a  slight  disappointment  as  it  was  hoped  that 
the  arrival  of  the  unit  could  be  part  of  the  Bicentennial  celebration.  Com- 
pleted and  all  equipped  it  was  delivered  May  11,  1985. 

The  original  contract  price  was  $84,500.00.  Due  to  ordering  somewhat 
late,  and  additional  equipment,  the  delivered  cost  was  S95,000.00.  Thanks 
to  the  foresighted  policy  of  Capital  Reserve  Funds  the  additional  money  was 
available  from  the  Fund  for  Fire  Equipment  and  did  not  require  additional 
tax  money. 

In  addition,  "extra"  equipment  for  the  truck  came  from  a  gift  of 
$4,000.00  from  the  members  of  the  Department.  This  money  purchased  a 
portable  generator  and  two  lights  and  cords,  flood  lights  and  a  canvas  cover. 

Open  House  was  held  July  21,  1985  to  provide  citizens  and  summer 
residents  a  chance  to  see  the  new  truck,  other  equipment  and  the  Fire  Sta- 
tion. The  "apple  pie"  order  of  everything  at  the  Station  is  something  of  which 
everyone  in  Town  can  be  proud.

Her  sons  are  long-term  active  members  of  the  Department  from  the  time 
as  boys  they  are  pictured  in  a  news  story  with  the  soda-acid  extinguisher, 
and  followed  the  activities  of  Chief  Vernon  West.  They  are  carrying  on  for 
"Vi"  her  heritage  of  service. 
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SUTTON  F.A.S.T.  SQUAD  -  1985 

The  Sutton  F.A.S.T.  (First  Aid  Stabilization  Team)  Squad  responded 
to  twenty-nine  calls  in  1985.  The  calls  were  a  variety  of  medical  emergen- 
cies. Some  were  minor,  not  requiring  any  additional  care.  However,  most 
cases  required  additional  care  at  a  hospital.  These  patients  were  transported 
by  either  New  London  Ambulance  or  Bradford  Rescue. 

Training  is  an  on-going  process  that  all  members  must  take  part  in. 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians  (E.M.T.s)  receive  120  hours  of  training  prior 
to  taking  the  National  Registry  examination.  To  maintain  their  certification 
E.M.T.s  must  take  64  hours  of  continuing  training  every  two  years.  The  squad 
members  took  part  in  training  courses  at  New  London  Hospital,  Bradford 
Rescue,  Mt.  Sunapee  State  Park,  Franconia  Notch  State  Park  and  Plymouth 
Fire  Department. 

The  F.A.S.T.  Squad  can  be  dispatched  to  a  medical  emergency  by  call- 
ing 927-4422  (The  Sutton  Police  Department  phone  number).  The  New  Lon- 
don Ambulance  or  Bradford  Rescue  can  be  dispatched  by  calling  the  same 
number.  For  those  wishing  to  contact  Bradford  Rescue  directly,  the  number 
is  938-2233. 

Funds  received  from  the  Town  in  1985  were  used  to  purchase  batteries 
for  our  pagers  and  portable  two-way  radio  and  for  supplies  for  our  jump 
(first  aid)  kits.  We  are  planning  to  use  funds  received  from  the  Town  in  1986 
to  repair  several  pagers,  for  batteries  and  to  help  in  training  expenses.  The 
Squad  thanks  the  Town  for  its  continued  support.

Several  inquiries  have  been  made  about  Children  at  Play  traffic  control 
signs.  I  have  checked  with  the  State  Division  of  Signs  and  was  told  that  they 
no  longer  make  this  sign  because  drivers  do  not  take  this  message  as  serious 
as  we'd  like  to  think  that  they  should.  Perhaps  the  parents  of  these  children, 
through  education,  that  a  road  sign  does  not  protect  them  from  being  in- 
jured by  an  auto  while  playing  in  the  road. 

Last  summer  the  Police  Department  was  able  to  do  random  patrolling, 
with  funding  from  the  State  Highway  Funding  Agency.  It  was  very  successful 
and  resulted  in  the  issuing  of  a  great  number  of  traffic  summons.  We  hope 
to  do  it  again  this  year. 

The  Selectment  appointed  Sandra  Hunter  as  your  Dog  Warden  this  past 
year.  We  welcome  Sandy  as  a  new  member  of  the  Department  and  appreciate 
her  effort  and  your  continued  support  and  cooperation  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  dog  laws  in  being  a  responsible  pet  owner.

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1985 

The  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  twice  each  month  on  the  second 
and  fourth  Tuesdays.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  are  held  in 
Town  Hall  at  7:30  p.m. 

During  1985  the  Planning  Board  began  consideration  of  what  action 
may  be  necessary  to  revise  the  Town's  Master  Plan.  Pursuant  to  R.S.A. 
674:  1-4  all  land  planning  regulations  are  based  on  a  master  plan  which  must 
be  updated  periodically.  It  is  time  that  Sutton  update  this  document  which 
contains  guidelines  for  growth  and  development  based  on  specific  data  and 
the  wishes  of  the  members  of  the  community.  As  work  proceeds  on  this  pro- 
ject, the  Planning  Board  hopes  as  many  people  as  possible  will  participate 
in  this  process.  This  will  ensure  that  Sutton's  Master  Plan  reflects  as  accurately 
as  possible  the  wishes  of  all  its  townspeople.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT

On  May  1  the  request  was  GRANTED  WITH  CONDITIONS.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  -  1985 

The  Commission  erected  a  sign  on  property  given  to  the  Town  by  Mildred 
Lefferts  which  reads: 

Mildred  T.  Lefferts 

Town 

Natural  Area 

The  sign  composed  of  five  horizontal,  pressure-treated  pine  boards,  faces 
Keyser  Street  and  was  erected  on  July  21,  1985.  It  was  donated  by  friends 
o\'  Miss  lefferts  in  her  memory. 

The  Commission  drafted  and  submitted  a  model  conservation  district, 
or  wetlands,  ordinance  to  the  Planning  Board.  The  proposed  ordinance  would 
enable  the  Town  to  identify  and  establish  specific  conservation  areas.  It  would 
permit  the  Town  to  consider,  in  future  years,  designating  specific  environmen- 
tally fragile  areas  for  protection  against  the  intrusion  of  development. 

The  Commission's  only  operating  expense  was  its  membership  fee  in 
the  NH  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions.  No  new  funds  have  been 
requested  for  the  coming  year.

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SOLID  WASTE  FACILITY  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

The  Solid  Waste  Facility  Study  Committee  was  organized  in  August  1985 
in  response  to  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  1985.  The  purpose  of 
the  Committee's  activities  is  to  study  the  effects  of  the  Sutton  Solid  Waste 
Facility  on  the  Lane  River  —  to  see  whether  it  represents  a  potential  for  pollu- 
tion and  to  establish  a  short-  and  long-range  plan  for  solid-waste  disposal 
in  the  Town  of  Sutton,  including  septage  disposal. 

An  inspection  of  the  site  of  the  waste  facility  by  Committee  members 
and  personnel  from  the  Division  of  Public  Health  Services,  Office  of  Waste 
Management,  identified  several  potential  environmental  hazards.  The  State 
strongly  recommended  that  the  Town  initiate  a  groundwater-monitoring  plan 
as  soon  as  possible,  hiring  a  consulting  engineering  firm  to  develop  and  im- 
plement this  plan. 

The  Committee  selected  four  engineering  firms  experienced  in  waste 
management  and  solicited  a  proposal  for  a  groundwater-monitoring  plan 
from  each.  Three  of  the  four  firms  submitted  detailed  proposals.  A  review 
of  these  proposals  led  the  Committee  to  recommend  to  the  Town  Budget 
Committee  that  $11,000  be  included  in  the  1986  Town  budget  to  cover  the 
cost  of  hydrogeologic  investigations,  installation  of  four  permanent  monitor- 
ing wells,  a  topographic  survey,  water  sampling  and  analysis  and  a  com- 
prehensive report  to  the  Town  and  to  the  State. 

Although  Sutton  is  not  currently  under  State  mandate  to  conduct  the 
study,  it  is  clear  that  the  State  will  require  this  study  in  the  near  future.  It 
is  to  the  Town's  advantage  to  conduct  the  study  and  set  up  a  monitoring 
system  while  it  can  be  done  on  its  own  terms  and  according  to  its  own 
timetable.  Furthermore  it  is  to  the  benefit  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  that 
Sutton  run  an  environmentally  sound  disposal  facility,  which  is  possible  on- 
ly when  the  condition  of  the  groundwater  is  known.  Short-  and  long-range 
plans  for  the  facility  can  be  developed  from  the  information  provided  by 
the  monitoring  system. 

If  the  Town  Meeting  authorizes  the  expenditure  of  $11,000  for  the 
development  and  implementation  of  a  groundwater-monitoring  system  for 
the  Sutton  solid-waste  facility,  the  Committee  will  establish  final  contract 
terms  with  a  selected  consulting  engineering  firm  in  order  that  it  begin  in- 
vestigations in  the  late  spring.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  AGENT 

The  year  nineteen  hundred  eighty-five  has  now  passed  and  we  are  into 
the  new  year.  Projects  completed  last  year  were  three  tenths  of  a  mile  torn 
up  on  North  Road  and  redone,  rocks  removed  and  new  drainage  pipes  put 
in.  A  very  dangerous  dip  was  filled  in  with  many  yards  of  material.  Forty- 
five  hundred  yards  of  gravel  were  trucked  in  for  resurfacing,  forty-four  hun- 
dred gallons  of  oil  for  mixing,  and  twenty-four  hundred  gallons  for  sealing 
to  keep  the  fall  rains  from  ruining  the  mix. 

Two  old  stone  culverts  that  were  quite  troublesome  were  dug  out  and 
replaced  with  pipes  on  Johnson  Hill  Road  and  Pound  Road.  Cotton  Road 
bridge  was  torn  up  and  a  new  cement  pad  was  poured  for  the  steel  stringers 
to  rest  on.  All  new  four-inch  planks  and  runners  were  laid  down. 

Several  yards  of  gravel  were  added  to  various  roads  to  help  with  the 
spring  mud.  Three  hundred  fifteen  tons  of  cold  patch  were  put  out  to  help 
some  of  the  deteriorating  blacktop,  but  many  more  tons  are  needed. 

Most  all  roadsides  were  mowed  and  many  corners  were  brushed  out  to 
make  better  vision,  therefore  safer.  Several  dead  trees  were  removed. 

New  aluminum  combination  windows  were  installed  on  the  highway 
garage  to  conserve  fuel.

Selectman  Palmer  explained  the 
reason  for  the  increase  to  be  that  they  know  of  some  children  that  must  be 
cared  for.  There  was  no  discussion  on  the  amendment.  On  voice  vote,  the 
amendment  was  adopted.  Being  no  further  discussion  of  Article  1,  the  ques- 
tion was  called  for.  By  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared  Article  1  adopted 
as  amended. 

Article  2  was  read  by  the  Moderator: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  following  sums 
of  money  for  highways,  bridges  and  street  lighting: 

13.  Town  Maintenance  $161,800.00 

14.  General  Expenses,  Highway  Dept.  6,000.00 

15.  Street  Lighting  5,000.00 
Total  Appropriations,  Article  2  $172,800.00 
and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  of  $14,200.00  from  the 
total  unencumbered  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972;  and  to  accept  and 
appropriate  the  Highway  Block  Grant  in  Aid  from  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire in  the  amount  of  $63,801.99  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance,  con- 
struction and  reconstruction  of  Class  IV  and  V  highways  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  235,  RSA  as  amended;  the  aforesaid  sums  totalling 
$78,001.99  as  a  set-off  against  the  Budgeted  appropriation  of  $161,800.00 
for  Town  Maintenance. 

Gregory  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  2  as  read.  Harold  Rowe  seconded 
the  motion.  There  was  no  discussion.  On  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared 
Article  2  adopted. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  3: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  1 1 , 1 1 8.39 
to  equip  the  new  Fire  Truck  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $9,563.13 
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from  the  Fire  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  $1,555.26  from  the 
Fire  Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  for  this  purpose. 
Selectman  Darrel  Palmer  announced  that  a  two-thirds  majority  would  be 
required  for  Article  3  to  be  adopted.  The  reason  for  the  Article,  Selectman 
Palmer  explained,  was  to  be  able  to  use  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
something  other  than  it  had  been  specified  for.  Fire  Chief  Carroll  L.  Thomp- 
son Sr.  asked  if  a  ballot  vote  would  be  required.  Selectman  Palmer  told  him 
that  a  ballot  vote  would  not  be  necessary  because  it  was  not  a  bond  issue. 
Being  no  further  discussion,  vote  was  taken  by  show  of  hands.  The  count 
was  70  in  favor  and  0  against.  The  Moderator  declared  Article  3  adopted. 

Article  4  was  read  by  the  Moderator: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $2,000.00  to  be  placed  in  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  revaluation  of  the  Town  by  the  Appraisal  Division 
of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration. 
Stanley  Lebrun  moved  to  accept  Article  4  as  read.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Greg  Gill.  No  discussion.  On  a  voice  vote,  the  Moderator 
declared  Article  4  adopted. 

Article  5  was  read  by  the  Moderator: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00 
for  certain  projects  at  the  Town  Hall  (designated  as  Bicentennial  projects), 
namely;  a  display  case  for  the  Bicentennial  Quilt,  lighting  fixtures  in  the 
main  hall  and  a  bulletin  board. 
Gregory  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  5  as  read.  The  motion  was  duly 
seconded  by  Carroll  Thompson  Sr.  At  this  time,  Selectman  Robert  S.  Bristol 
was  recognized.  Selectman  Bristol  wished  to  thank  the  Bicentennial  Com- 
mittee members  for  their  fine  work  and  to  thank  the  Town's  people  for  their 
participation  in  the  Bicentennial  events. Mr.  Hyde  Ballard  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  picture  on  page  71  in  the  Town  Report  was  printed 
backwards.  Wesley  Kendall  made  a  motion  for  a  standing  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Town's  people  for  their  participation  in  the  Bicentennial  celebration. 
It  was  so  done.  Being  no  further  discussion,  the  vote  was  taken.  On  voice 
vote,  the  Moderator  declared  Article  5  adopted. 

Article  6  was  read  by  the  Moderator: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  following  sums 
of  money  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Funds,  already  established,  as  specified 
below: 

Town  Buildings  $4,000.00 
Incinerator  2,000.00 
Fire  Equipment  1,000.00 
Forest  Fire  Equipment  250.00 

Total  Appropriations,  Article  6  $7,250.00 

A  motion  was  made  by  Greg  Gill  to  accept  Article  6  as  read.  The  mo- 
tion was  seconded  by  George  Wells.  There  was  no  discussion.  On  a  voice 
vote,  the  Moderator  declared  Article  6  adopted. 
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The  Moderator  read  Article  7: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00 
for  a  Reserve  Fund  for  Town  Buildings;  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  be  agents  for  this  Reserve  Fund,  with  the  power  to  withdraw  money 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Fund. 
A  motion  was  made  by  Greg  Gill  to  accept  Article  7  as  read.  The  mo- 
tion was  seconded  by  Carl  Pillsbury.  John  Biewener  asked  the  purpose  of 
this  fund.  Selectman  Bristol  explained  that  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  can  only 
be  withdrawn  from  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  to  do  so.  This  Reserve  Fund  can 
be  withdrawn  as  needed  to  pay  bills  for  building  maintenance,  such  as,  fix- 
ing the  roof  and  Round  Room  revision.  A  voice  vote  was  taken  by  the 
Moderator  and  Article  7  was  declared  adopted. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  8: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee of  five  (5)  members  to  study  the  effects  the  disposal  areas  of  the 
Town's  solid  waste  facility  may  have  on  Lane  River;  and  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  expenses  of  the  Committee. 
Gregory  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  8  as  read.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Raymond  Hunter.  Gordon  Manning  asked  who  the  five  members  would 
include.  Selectman  Palmer  said  that  the  Committee  would  be  made  up  of 
the  following:  the  Road  Agent,  a  Selectman,  one  concerned  citizen,  the  dump 
attendant  and  the  Health  Officer.  Patrick  Doherty  wanted  to  know  if  $500.00 
would  be  enough  money  to  study  this  and  wondered  if  we  would  be  qualified 
to  study  this.  Selectman  Palmer  explained  that  the  money  would  be  used  for 
any  water  samples  which  needed  to  be  tested.  George  Wells  added  that  a 
Water  Supply  Commission  person  would  also  be  consulted.  On  a  voice  vote, 
the  Moderator  declared  Article  8  adopted. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  9: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00 
to  help  in  the  continuing  operation  of  the  Sutton  Cooperative  Day  Care 
Center,  a  non-profit  Day  Care/Learning  Center  incorporated  in  accor- 
dance with  RSA  292  and  licensed  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  ac- 
cordance with  RSA  170:E-3. 
Gregory  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  9  as  read.  Virginia  Johnson  second- 
ed the  motion.  There  was  no  discussion.  On  voice  vote,  the  Moderator 
declared  Article  9  adopted. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  10: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 ,729.00 
for  the  Kearsarge  Valley  Center  of  the  Community  Action  Program, 
Belknap-Merrimack  Counties,  Inc. 
Gregory  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  10  as  read.  John  Biewener  seconded 
the  motion.  There  was  no  discussion.  On  a  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared 
Article  10  adopted. 
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The  Moderator  read  Article  11: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  any  of  the  monies  received  during 
the  year  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  for  the  establishment  of  Trust 
Funds . 
Gregory  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  1 1  as  read.  The  motion  was  second- 
ed by  John  Hearne.  There  was  no  discussion.  On  a  voice  vote,  the  Moderator 
declared 
Article  11  adopted. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  12: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes. 
Gregory  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  12  as  read.  Raymond  Hunter 
seconded  the  motion.  There  was  no  discussion.  On  a  voice  vote,  the 
Moderator  declared  Article  12  adopted. 
The  Moderator  read  Article  13: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a 
minor  lot  line  adjustment  with  Leo  F.  Reardon  so  that  Leo  F.  Reardon 
may  own  the  land  on  which  a  portion  of  his  seasonal  dwelling  is  located 
and  further  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine  reasonable  compensa- 
tion for  the  property. 

(By  Petition,  Jeffrey  A.  Evans  and  9  others). 
Raymond  Hunter  moved  to  accept  Article  13  as  read.  William  Curless 
seconded  the  motion.  Mr.  Reardon  asked  to  speak  on  his  own  behalf.  Gregory 
Gill  moved  to  allow  Mr.  Reardon  to  speak  in  his  own  behalf.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  by  voice  vote  was  voted  in  the  affirmative.  Mr.  Reardon 
was  recognized  by  the  Moderator.  He  explained  that  he  had  inherited  the 
problem.  The  cabin  is  partly  on  Town  property  and  is  too  rickety  to  be  mov- 
ed. The  amount  of  adjustment  that  he  wants  is  2/10th  of  an  acre.  John 
Biewener  wondered  if  there  was  any  reason  not  to  pass  this.  Selectman  Palmer 
explained  that  the  Selectmen  were  not  in  favor  of  this  Article.  The  reason 
for  this  is  that  the  land  is  part  of  the  dump  site  and  the  land  might  be  needed 
in  the  future.  Paul  Rossman  asked  how  close  the  property  was  to  the  dump 
and  which  was  there  first,  the  dump  or  the  cabin.  Selectman  Palmer  explained 
that  the  property  is  near  the  ash  pit  site,  which  is  state  approved.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  property  will  be  able  to  be  used  for  future  dumping  of  ashes.  The 
property  was  bought  for  taxes  by  the  Town  years  ago,  then  the  owners  were 
allowed  to  repurchase.  Patrick  Doherty  wanted  to  know  how  much  of  the 
cabin  was  on  Town  property.  Mr.  Reardon  said  that  the  cabin  was  20'  x  40' 
and  that  approximately  one-third  was  on  Town  property.  John  Biewener  ask- 
ed how  much  of  the  land  is  suitable  for  an  ash  pit.  Selectman  Bristol  ex- 
plained that  it  is  not  a  question  of  area  but  that  the  property  is  needed  for 
possible  future  testing.  Harold  Rowe  wanted  to  know  if  Mr.  Reardon  was 
aware  of  the  problem  before  he  purchased  the  property.  Mr.  Reardon  said 
that  he  was  aware  of  this,  but  the  Planning  Board  suggested  that  he  go  this 
route.  Russell  King  asked  if  the  adoption  of  this  Article  would  authorize  the 
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Selectmen  to  sell  this  property  to  Mr.  Reardon.  Selectman  Palmer  said  that 
if  the  Article  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  that  the  Selectmen  would  sell  the 
property.  Robert  Preston  stated  that  if  the  cabin  is  rickety,  why  not  leave 
things  as  they  have  been.  Selectman  Palmer  said  that  Mr.  Reardon  wants 
to  solve  the  problem.  Stanley  LeBrun  made  the  following  amendment: 
Put  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  to  check  the  feasibility  of  the  pro- 
perty for  the  use  of  an  ash  dump.  If  the  land  is  not  feasible,  then  they 
will  enter  into  a  lot  line  adjustment. 
Carroll  Thompson  St.  seconded  the  motion. 

Selectman  Palmer  explained  that  there  must  be  a  buffer  zone  around 
the  ash  pit.  The  land  must  be  kept  for  this  buffer  zone.  Wesley  Kendall  ask- 
ed if  Mr.  Reardon  had  squatters  rights.  Selectman  Palmer  responded  that 
this  was  not  possible  against  the  Town.  Carl  Pillsbury  stated  that  the  discus- 
sion had  drifted  from  the  question  and  called  for  the  question.  Call  for  the 
Question  was  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote.  The  amend- 
ment was  then  voted  on  and  declared  defeated  by  the  Moderator  by  voice 
vote.  Doug  Sweet  then  asked  if  it  was  possible  to  swap  some  land.  Select- 
man Palmer  showed  a  map  of  the  area  to  the  people  and  explained  that  by 
looking  at  the  map  there  was  no  land  available  to  swap.  Doug  Knight  called 
for  the  question.  It  was  so  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 
Article  13  was  then  voted  on  by  voice.  The  Moderator  declared  it  too  close 
to  call  and  asked  for  a  show  of  hands.  The  vote  was  33  yes  and  40  no.  The 
Moderator  declared  Article  13  defeated. 
The  Moderator  read  Article  14: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  adequate  funds  to  repair, 
rebuild  and  substantially  improve  the  condition  of  the  Johnson  Hill  and 
Blaisdell  Hill  Roads. 

("We,  the  undersigned,  as  property  owners  and  registered  voters  in  the 
town  of  Sutton,  N.H.  petition  that  the  town  of  Sutton  appropriate  ade- 
quate funds  to  repair,  rebuild,  and  substantially  improve  the  condition 
of  th    Johnson  Hill  and  Blaisdell  Hill  Roads." — actual  wording  of  Peti- 
tion.) Janet  C.  Condict  and  more  than  ten  others. 
Willim  Curless  moved  to  accept  Article  14  as  read.  Doug  Knight  seconded 
the  motion.  Virginia  Johnson  stated  that  she  was  uneasy  about  the  Article, 
she  didn't  want  to  open  up  Town  funds.  Selectman  Robert  Bristol  stated 
that  the  Article  had  to  be  included  even  though  the  Budget  Committee  had 
already  appropriated  for  this  in  the  Warrant.  Patrick  Doherty  said  that  the 
Article  should  not  be  included  in  the  Warrant  because  all  the  roads  need 
repair.  Joanna  White  made  the  following  amendment: 

To  include  Baker  Road.  And  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  outline 

a  long  range  road  improvement  plan  over  the  next  five  years. 

Doug  Knight  seconded  the  motion.  Virginia  Johnson  explained  that  the 

Road  Agent  was  already  in  the  process  of  doing  this  and  has  presented  the 

plan  to  Budget  Committee.  Patrick  Doherty  said  that  all  the  roads  need  help 

and  that  money  had  already  been  appropriated.  Selectman  Palmer  explain- 
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ed  that  the  Blaisdell  Lake  Association  had  come  to  the  Selectmen  last  sum- 
mer and  the  Selectmen  had  already  started  working  with  the  Road  Agent 
on  a  five-year  program.  The  money  to  do  this  was  already  appropriated  for 
in  the  Warrant.  Gregory  Gill  stated  that  the  new  Road  Agent  had  presented 
the  best  plan  that  he  had  ever  seen  during  his  time  on  the  Budget  Commit- 
tee. Mr.  Gill  encouraged  people  to  give  the  new  Road  Agent  some  time,  he 
can't  do  everything  over  night.  The  question  was  called  for  and  seconded. 
The  motion  to  amend  was  voted  on  by  voice  vote  and  declared  defeated  by 
the  Moderator.  Article  14  was  voted  on  by  voice  vote.  The  Moderator  declared 
Article  14  defeated. 

Gregory  Gill  moved  to  recognize  Selectman  Robert  S.  Bristol  for  his 
fine  work  on  the  Town  Reports.  Selectman  Bristol  said  that  he  hoped  that 
everyone  had  read  the  dedication.  He,  also,  was  disturbed  that  the  Report 
was  late  and  wanted  to  explain.  The  Printer  that  did  the  covers  did  them 
and  was  not  satisfied,  so  he  threw  them  away  and  started  again.  Our  Town 
Report  is  like  a  book,  which  is  different  from  most  towns.  The  printer  tries 
to  do  a  good  job.  Harold  Rowe  was  then  recognized  by  the  Moderator.  Mr. 
Rowe  stated  that  more  people  should  come  to  the  Budget  Committee 
meetings.  He  said  that  this  is  where  the  Town's  money  is  spent  and  where 
programs  are  set  up. 

Motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  passed  to  adjourn  at  9:43  p.m.
